InsDected  receipts  of  soybeans  during  October,  the  first  month  of  the  1951-52 
season,  were  relatively  heavy  and  vrell  above  the  averaj^e  for  the  month,  though 
sornewlmt  below  those  of  October  I9U9,  according  to  reports  to  the  Department 
of  Agriculture.     October  receipts  totaled  ^0,5^6  cars  compared  vith  35,130  cars 
for  October  I95O,  U4,153  for  October  19^9  and  26,697  cars  for  the  10-year  19i40- 
U9  October  average. 

October  marketings  of  soybeans  viere  of  lo^-er  q^uality  than  average  due  in  part 
to  unfavorable  harvesting  weather .  Only  JO  percent  graded  Fo.  2  or  better  in 
October,  the  lo\/est  since  I9U2,  and  compares  with  percent  last  ysar  and  86 
percent  for  October  19^9* 

Ins-oections  of  soybeans  in  October  included  the  equivalent  of  1,199  cars  in- 
spected as  cargo  lots  and  919  cars  as  truck  receipts.      1  /
